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But how they will ſalve their own fores, I know not ; for 
Tryws hath loſt bis waip malt, andAa,great pole has bm made 
in the fides of his fleet. Certain it is, that no laſs then 19 are 
eiſt away and ſpoiled ſince he came 0n your Channel,and di- 
vers others ſince that time miſting. Others are fo fou);that 
they muſt be ſent home for Trimming and Iallowing. And 
therefore the Statcs here have ordered 60 freſh Sail, as a Re- 
cruit,to be ready againſt the 2@o0f February 30 whereof are 
to be fpecded away with 21! potlible expedition. And for the 
better diſpatchthey have ſent Dew#t to quicken all the Ad- 
miralties ; he and the DireQors have already been at Amſter- 
dar and Sacrdaw togive Order.

Neverthe- 
leſs, here is talk ofnotking but the having a hundred ſhips 
rxcady againſt Spring ; 2nd yet thereare but few vifible, un- 
lefs the new ones now a building, to the number of Zo or 4c. 
'And for ſea-men you may guels they arenot over-ſtoekt, 
{ceing they reſolve no Fleet ſhall go now for Greewland, hav- 
Ing uſe for the men againſt you in Erglard, -' Wharefore thi 
Drums have been thuridering again at Amſrerdaw to xwaken 
the people, and new Orders are 1{{ued out to quicken the 
Work of new Frigots.

Vautrymp hath ſent a ſhort Z&fcrto his mighty Maſters , de- 
olaring, That he was forced to paſs froin Grevelin to the Iſle 
of Rhee, by reaſon he could not get ognyenient ſupply &f pro- 
viſions 3 inſomuch that matiy of his men ire Viſited with fic\

He Merchants are now4n great hopes,that fom 
_ good will be dotie with the King, in reference. 
to out ſhips detained; becauſe our Reſident Mt.Brad- 
- ſhaw hath now had audience in a very honourable 
manner, though his Majeſty was not there, which ſo 
netled the Dutch fpeGtators, that within: two hotires 
after the Reſidents return to his lodging, a defperate 
Crew of Vatlcts ſet upon his Coach-man as he 'was 
coming home ; and all that they did then ,- was onely 
_ toaftront the man without blowes, But within: a ſhort 
{pace after , the ſame pack of Beagles fcenting two of 
the Refidents (ervants' as they were going to coin” 
plain of the fir{t affront, fell upon them, -and immedi - 
atly wounded one of then in the hand; purſuing them

willing him to reſt confident of the ſame ſecurity

The Dutch here hath been very ſtudious ro mag- 
nifie their own caule and affaires, in hope to draw on 
this King to imbark with them, and become Englands 
declared enemy. His Fleet is fitting as faſt as may be ; 
and large ſums are promiſed by theLord Keyfar,Bur- 
zomaſter of Dort,who hath likewiſe given our, That 
their Admiral Tromp hath taken ſeventy of your 
{1ips laden with Coales,and nine of your men of war, 
which were their Convoy, But there are few of belich 
to credit this high-bounc'd Rory. From Hamburgh 
news 1s come hither, that the Senate there is reſolved 
to ſend their Syndic or Recorder to the Parliament of 
England, which invites the Daniſh Court to have a 
more watchful eye toward the defign of Sweden. - -
